I suggest you tell your Saudi friends at Hofuf and others that you 
were stationed at Hofuf pending a working agreement whereby the Ministry 
of Agriculture and Point would cooperate in an agricultural improvenent 
program for the Hofuf Oasis, and it is the feeling of Point ) that since 
your permission to work at Hofuf has not been approved officially by the 
Ministry of Agriculture, your services should be withdrawn until approval 
is granted, State that you hope the Ministry will soon approve Point | 
work at Hofuf and you will be returned, 


In no way do we want to appear vindictive or that you are leaving in 
a spirit of retaliation, Simply say we want to cooperate and be of assist~ 
ance in every way possible, but we feel we mst have official consent and 
cooperation of the Ministry of Agriculture in any work undertaken, and that 
you hope matters will be worked out whereby you can return and wark with 
the good farmers of Hofuf, 


T an sure you know quite well how to take care of a situation like 
this without suggestions, However, we want you to know our desires in 
handling a matter of this kind, You know the persons you will want to 
contact before coming to Jidda, Courtesy calls on the two Jiluwis and 
Adwan would be appropriate.

This has reference to your communication of yesterday about 
Tazat Husni Bl Ali and the difficulty he seems to be having in his 
training program. It appears that his difficulty is primarily in class- 
room work, 


It is my suggestion that Mr. El Ali be relieved of formal 
classroom work, except when he thinks he can profit by it, and that the 
following procedure be used: 


1. Place him in the entomology laboratory under the personal 
direction of an instructor or lab, assistant where he can 
be instructed and guided in the collection and identifica- 
tion of insects, This would remire little supervision. 
He needs to develop confidence in himself and proficiency 
in this area. 


2. Following, or along with identification, arrange work for 
ir. EL Ali on the college farms where he will be required 
to learn how to determine kinds of spray materials needed 
under given conditions, and how to mix and apply same. 


3. Have him accompany an extension entomologist for a week or 
two so that he may observe extension procedures and methods 
relative to insect control. 


le Spend some time in quarantine work at some convenient port, 


Tt might be desirable to change Mr. £1 Ali to another insti- 
tution where fruits and vegetables are more widely grown; however, I see 
why the above suggested training program cannot be administered

The area to be reclaimed is free from vegetation, though crusting 
salt on the surface is lacking, The topography is nearly flat, rising 
from high tide to perhaps as much as six feet above high tide, Because 
of danger of salt water entering from the Persian Gulf, it will probably 
be impossible to drain this land to a depth greater then two to six feet, 


Tt may also be of interest to you that some soil in the area is being 
irrigated and the farmers are now applying about 23 feet of water a year, 
Evaporation is low and drainage is poor, Crops are responding to this 
treatment as you might expect, Date palms were found with roots not over 
20 inches long, Oranges and grapes will not grow. Other crops, fruit 
and vegetables look sick, Jossibilities for improving water management 
are great.

1, Ihave discussed with you, and Mr. Taylor also, the health 
hazard here relative to the fine, sharp silt dust kept stirred up by the 
janitors sweeping in the manner they now practice, During the day, at 
times, the front hall is swept back into the air conditioning room where 
it is picked up and circulated throughout thelall, This is severe, 
because it stays in circulation a long time. It causes headaches and 
bronchial irritations, 


The janitors often sweep my office just before I come in of mornings, 
Sometimes I have to wait until sweeping is completed, The same fine dust 
fogs the room, This type of work should be done in the evening before or 
in a manner so that dust will not be made a hazard. This is 2:10 p.m, 
and the boy is now sweeping in the office next to me and in the hall, and 
the dust is fogging in the hall. 


There are ways to remedy this situation and I am again respectfully 
requesting that something be done regarding the matter. 


2. The Mission office hours should conform to the liaison office 
hours, or vice versa. Much more efficient time could be made of the liaison 
personnel as well as that of our ow. 


3, It is suggested that a staff meeting be held for all personnel 
at least once a week, I feel the need for knowing what other parts of the 
body are doing. Every person should know factual things that are realities 
of the Mission. Thus more can be done to establish with the natives and 
others a relationship of information, mtual relationships and helpfulness. 


4, Mission personnel, and at least Mission division chiefs, should 
be privileged to read the monthly Mission Activity Report to FOA/W and 
other reports of importance, If Mission chiefs and technicians are not 
interested in reading such reports, they should be, 


5, A system should be established whereby members of technicians! 
families may be transported to and from certain functions or appointments 
when these men are in the field,

as wear and tear on nerves, if an auto mechanic were employed and placed 
at Bin Zagr to make minor vehicle repairs which are oftentimes just as 
important to the operation of the vehicle as are major repairs. 


7, A statement on the status of the diplomatic note maneuvering 
is needed, 


8, It is still my opinion that it is more feasible, at present 
and in the near future, to start commnity improvement at Abha than at 
El Darb, 


The above statements are in no way to be construed as criticism of 


any one or ones of the Mission, And I should be glad to help with any 
item that will help improve the effectiveness of our Mission.

There is no 
data now available to answer your questions. However, Dr. Glen Brown, 
Chief of our Natural Resources Division, has work in process that will 
shed some light on this information in which we are all interested. 


Until you get Dr. Brown's report, I am herewith giving various 
estimates which have been made by those who have observed and studied 


the country, 


Question 1, Arable land in Sawli Arabia is estimated at 500,000 
acres, Possibly oneehalf of this lies fallow at any given time. 


Farm lands are os seattered in Saudi Arabla, Their location 
depends on availeble water. Major acreages are on the Red Sea side, 
in the east-central area (Qasim), and along the Persian Gulf with 
Dhahran about in ite midst. The South Ast Tohema has much land suited 
to irrigated farming, provided water could be made available, 


Question 2, It is my opinion that the present amount of land 
in farms could be doubled if water were available; that the present 
acres irrigated could be doubled by better water management practices, 
and that production standards could be stepped up considerably by using 
commercial fertilizers, particularly by the addition of nitrogen, 


Question 3. Dr, Glen Brown is attempting to answer the water 
resources questions, 


‘uestion 4. Our soil scientist and agronomist feel that the 
greatest response by plants would be to nitrogen, The current preferential 
need is for nitrogen; however, it is our opinion that response would be 
good to phosphorus, During the next growing season we plan to make tests,

I find several of your letters and various enclosures at hand 
nine talk aah te abi. T am glad to know that you are making 
progress in the recruitment of Mr. Moller and Mr. Leonard, I shall be glad 
to write to Mr, Leonard if he addresses a letter to me as recommended by you. 


Our program is moving along rather slowly; however, it is difficult to 
say whether anything more can be done than has been and is now being done 
to get action, more so in the field, The young Minister of Agriculture has 
not begun to fimetion much, We have had considerable contact and have assisted 
a lot relative to organization, budget making and program. I have submitted 
the five-year plan mentioned in my last letter, At the Minister's request, 
I have submitted a budget to fit the first year plan, I have done much of this 
on my own « more than I feel I should have, However, it is difficult to get 
the Saudis to come out and make suggestions, As you know, there are not many 
men trained in agriculture and few have had adequate administrative experience. 
Tt is my understanding that Prince Sultan will present his budget within the 
next two or three weeks and it is my opinion that we will get very little done 
concerning project agreements until his budget has been approved, Then, I 
suppose, it will be like starting all over! We will, however, have done a lot 
of planning and will be ready to move faster, I am sure it is difficult for 
you and others to understand why so little is being done out on the firing line. 
Our men's time is not being used as we would have it, yet it would be very unwise 
to initiate work programs involving considerable funds without having an agreement 
with the Saudis concerning the contribution and part each would make and play, 


Mr. Corson, our Country Director, is working very hard and in my opinion 
he will get results in due course of time, I assume that Mr, Stewart will soo 
be reaching the States, He is traveling by boat from Cairo, It was very unfort- 
unate that it became necessary to take such action concerning his case, The 
preliminary work he had started is now at a standstill; however, if he were here 
right now we would be more or less stalled in carrying work further at Khulais 
til we have an understanding with the Ministry concerning what will be done 
and the part the host government and FOA will play. It is true that we have an 
overall cowmnity development project agreement, but it is so general it becomes 
necessary to be specific concerning programs of work coming under its provisions.
